The Soccer boom on the NSW south coast is in danger of collapse — through 
bad fixture planning. 

Wollongong Wolves, eminently capable of attracting 5,000 - plus spectators 
when they play ANY team at the Wollongong Showground, face a period of six 
weeks in which they play only one home game. 

So just as Soccer has made a big comeback in the district — with the 
emergence of a successful Philips League side — people have been presented 
with a drought. 


Between the home game against Blacktown on 
March 15 and the game against Preston on April 26, 
the Wolves will be at Wollongong Showground only 
once — to play Leichhardt on April-5. 

Wollongong’s finances are certain to suffer and 
the directors are worried about the situation. 

The club needed as many homes S aS POss- 
ible early in the season to find their feet and create 
fund-raising schemes. 

One home game in six weeks can hardly balance 
the books. 

A few years back South Coast United suffered the 
same fate several times and found their crowds 
dropped off because people lost interest. 

¢ same thing can happen all over again — you 
have to provide games on a regular basis in a city 


like Wollongong. 

Tt is all very well to say Wollongong have two 
home games in a row later in the draw but the

In the last few years, we have 
had quite a lot of difficulties con- 
cerning the names of teams in the 
Philips League. But the Press never 
before had as much confusion 
about the names as today. 

Many of the Philips reap teams have two or 
three “godfathers”. All of them gave the name 
they wanted. Every team can use, according to 
circumstances, more than one name without the 
slightest risk of being chased by the law for 
counterfeiting their name. 

For example, Marconi Soccer club can be 
presented as Marconi, Marconi Leopards and as 
Marconi Datsun. The funny thing about this is 
that everyone can use these three names which 
have been adopted by the “professionals”, ex- 
cept the Press. 

The Philips League administration and the 
Marconi “professionals” have put us in the 
middle, and on our shoulders they try to settle 
their difference. The first tell us: “You can’t use 
the name Marconi Datsun.” The other insists: 
“Our name is Marconi Datsun and that name is 
to be used when you refer to us.” 

The administration of the Philips League 
doesn’t want the Press to refer to the sponsor’s 
name, but allows it to be seen on the screen! 

On the other hand, the whole competition has 
the sponsor’s name: “Philips”. Why is it all right 
for the administrators to use the sponsor's name 
“Philips”, but individual clubs cannot use their 
sponsor’s name? Don’t you think that for the 
same measurement two different measures are 
being used?

Every time a team starts to 
struggle in the competition the 
first bay’ that comes into the | 
minds of the people who run it is 
to bring in “ready” players. 

The newcomers can help positively when they 
are professionals with value and ability greater 
than the standard of their new team. 

This means they must be players of good class 
and not players who are about to end their 
career, 

Such good players help not only their club’s 
performance, but also the national team; we have 
quite a few. 

In many cases, the opposite happens. The 
players who come either aren’t ready or are 
finished, And in both cases their teams suffer. 
They are-picked to cover the mistakes of those 
who brought them and they are paid without 
offering much in return. 

: There have been eH many examples of this. 
it’s not necessary to refer to specific names, we 
have Said it a thousand times and, if needed, we 
will say it again. 

It’s better and more useful for teams to bring in 
one good player, rather than 10 average or 
useless players. rH

He said he would never do it but he has! SA’s State 
Director of Coaching, Mike Wells, has taken over the State 
squad for the match against Victoria on Easter Monday. 


The job became a hot potato after the last State 
coach, Brian Dooley, was sacked following a dis- 
agreement on selection policy on the eve of the 
match against Dinamo Zagreb. 

Zoran Matic, Beograd coach, stepped in but was 
not available this time as he broke a leg during 
training. 

The SA Federation Board asked Wells to suggest 
a candidate, and he said he would do the job for 
1981 as “technical director’. 

He has asked coach Peter Jaksa, a former State 
boss and now in charge of Croatia, to help with the 
senior team and also take charge of the Under 19s 
and Under 16s for the national championships, 

But Wells has to carry the responsibility of all 
squads. 

Why did he take the job? 

He answered in a carefully prepared Press release 
which in part reads: 

MAJOR AIMS & OBJECTIVES: 

© To restore pride in playing for, or representing, 

this State. 

© To provide incentive for players to represent 

South Australia. 
© To bring closer together playing and technical 
development to work for the benefit of the 
ame as a whole. (For far too long Australia has 
n one of the few countries where these two 
crucial areas have worked independently of 
¢ach other. Obviously to allow this division to 
continue can only ‘have long term and lasting 
detrimental effects on the game as a whole.) 
© To bring Bees a competent team of coaches, 
trainers and assistants to work together for the 
benefit of the game and all concerned. 

BACKGRO! DETAILS: 

© On my appointment as full-time Director of 

Coaching in August 1977 there was a mutual 
agreement with Federation that I would not 
be involved in ing the Senior State team 
(unlike other States where it has been a com- 
mon practice). On the other hand, I did agree 
to look after the Under 19s and Under 16s for a 
short time! 

My reasoning behind this was that to take 
charge of all teams would privide little or no 
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opportunity for local coaches. It would deprive 
them of the chance to seek a reward or honour 
of their services to the game in terms of 
coaching, study and training. 

Equally, if I spent much of my time coaching 

State representative sides then this would 
minimise the time left to work in the develop- 
mental area of coaching, i.e. coaching coaches, 
which was after all the reason for my employ- 
ment by the Federation. 
In the development area when I took over, it 
was found that this State was way behind other 
States in the education and paicing of coaches. 
This State has an annual quota of 180 coaches 
to train and educate, and when I arrived we 
already had a deficit of over 400. My immediate 
task therefore was to build uP that area and 
make up the lee-way which had been created. I 
am pes to report that over 1,200 local 
coacl 


es 1 * now been trained in the past six 
years since National Coaching Scheme 
came into being aud we ow on line in terms 
of numbers. 


Having achieved this first objective vi ensuring 
that a good coaches’ development programme 
is in operation and running smoothly I am now 
more able to turn my attentions to other areas 
of immediate need, namely State teams. 

I do not see my involvement (direct involve- 
ment that is) as being a long-term venture and 
the sooner we can revert to the earlier intention 
of rewarding competent and successful local 
coaches with the honour of taking charge of 
State teams the better. 

My aim therefore is to set up guidelines and a 

amme which can then be undertaken by 
i, ing local coaches who have been developed 
in this State.
